We trust 
that in the near future it may be possible to greatly enlarge its 
usefulness.

To the Trustees of the Salem Public Library, 

Gentlemen : — ^The library has had a year of continued 
Bnccess upon the old lines and without any new features in the 
work. 

For the first time in our history the City Council in its an- 
nual appropriation bill made a decided reduction from the es- 
timates submitted by the Trustees. This has necessitated the 
greatest economy in our expenditures. Little has been spent 
upon maintenance of building, binding and printing have 
been restricted to the lowest limit, and several periodicals 
have been dropped from the subscription list These omis- 
sions have been confined to those of least importance or of 
least use, yet every periodical on our list has had its regular 
readers and is missed by someone. 

It will be remembered that in my last report I spoke of the 
reduction in our regular income for purchase of books owing 
to the change in investments. The City Council struck out 
from our estimate the item of $500 to make good this defi- 
ciency. Fortunately a friend of the library has given money 
for buying books so that the accessions are not as much be- 
hind other years as had been expected. 

At the beginning of the year it appeared as if the branches 
which the trustees and librarian have so much desired were to 
become a reality, but no appropriation for them was made and 
we were again disappointed. I hope that the incoming City 
Council may feel able to deal more generously Mth the library 
and give the funds necessary for our regular work and also for 
its expansion into new channels.

TRUSTEES' REPORT. 



Salem, December 9, 1910. 
To the City Council of the City of Salem: 

The Trustees of the Salem Public Library, in rendering 
this their annual report, respectfully call your attention to 
the continued popularity of the Library, its inestimable value 
to the community and to their desire to increase its useful- 
ness. 

With your assistance the experiment of branch libraries 
has been tried for several months and the result is very 
satisfactory and justifies their continuance. 

The Main Library has now entirely outgrown the capac- 
ity of the present building and the necessity of additional 
accommodations is imperative. 

(3) 
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The Trustees have purchased an additional piece of land 
at the rear of the building and are now considering plans 
for an extension and hope very soon to determine upon the 
one best adapted to our needs. 

They have also very recently purchased a lot on the cor- 
ner of Lafayette Street and Ocean Avenue on which they 
propose to erect a branch library in the near future which 
shall contain an ample reading room and in every way meet 
the needs of the large and increasing population of that sec- 
tion of the city. 

For the maintenance of this branch and the increased run- 
ning expenses of the enlarged Main Library it will be neces- 
sary to call on your honorable body for a larger annual ap- 
propriation in the future. 

Whenever funds may be available two more branch build- 
ings should be erected, one for North Salem and one for 
Wards 1 and 2. 

You will find annexed the reports of the Librarian and of 
the Treasurer for the year ending November 30, 1910.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT, 1910. 



To the Trustees of the Salem Public Library: 

Gentlemen: — Owing to the special appropriation for 
branches the library has been able to add more books than 
usual during the past year, the net increase being 2,210 vol-^ 
umes. The Main Library now contains 52,728 volumes and 
the branches 1,354 volumes, a total of 54,082. 

The circulation of the Main Library has fallen off, mainly,. 
I suppose, on account of the branches. The latter have more 
than made good the loss so that the total circulation for 
1910 amounts to 103,731 against 101,575 for 1909. 

After many years of discouraging delay I am at last able 
to announce the opening of three branches or rather delivery^ 
stations. 

As a matter of record I will give the steps by which these 
were at last secured. 

In your annual report for 1900 you expressed the hope 
" that it may some time be possible to establish stations in 
the more distant parts of the city where books may be re- 
ceived and delivered on the same cards which are now in 
use and where a limited number of reference books may be 
kept available to the neighborhood." In our report for 1905 
the need of delivery stations was more fully set forth, but 
at that time, as previously, it was felt that the city could not 
be asked to supply the necessary funds. In 1908 and 1909 
our needs in this direction were again expressed and were 
urged in the Mayor's inaugurals for 1908, 1909 and 1910. 

On the eighth of February of the present year the City 
Council passed an appropriation of $2,000 for three branches,. 
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to be located in the Cogswell School House, North Salem, 
the Engine House in South Salem, and in the Phillips School 
House on the Common. The room in the Engine 
House, being over a stable, was found entirely unsuitable for 
library purposes and the School Committee allowed us to 
occupy an unused room in the Browne School House on 
Ropes Street. This location is still unsatisfactory as the 
street is dark and the entrance unattractive and it is not 
surprising that the circulation is much less than that of the 
other branches. This branch has, however, one advantage 
over the others in that it is not used for ward purposes and 
does not have to be closed on caucus and election days. 

Your purchase of a lot of land on the corner of Lafayette 
Street and Ocean Avenue is an assurance that South Salem 
will, before many years, have an adequate branch library 
building. The other sections of the city will doubtless be 
provided for later. 

The branches are open on two days in the week, from 
three to six and from seven to eight o'clock. Their popu- 
larity is shown by the large circulation which has far ex- 
ceeded anticipations. 

Many persons who have never used the library have taken 
cards and many others who have lost or ceased using their 
cards have had them renewed. The figures of the circula- 
tion, registration, etc., in the branches will be found, with 
the other statistics, at the end of this report. 

Unexpectedly, and without notice to us, the appropriation 
of $2,000 for branch purposes was later in the year reduced 
to $1,795 but I have been able to keep the expenses within 
that amount. The payments on Branch account have been 
as follows : For books, $856.23 ; furniture, signs, and paint- 
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ing one room, $342.08 ; services of attendants and janitors, 
$492.34; transportation, $28.65; stationery and sundries, 
$75.50; total, $1,794.80. 

The engagement of Mr. Charles C. Soule as expert ad- 
viser and of Mr. Clarence H. Blackall as architect, leads 
me to hope that some decision on building plans will soon be 
reached so as to relieve the inconveniences of the present 
Main Library building. Work has for many years been 
done under great disadvantages and the extra work con- 
nected with the branches has been made much more diffi- 
cult by the lack of room in which to do it. With the open- 
ing of a children's room and the improvement of the rooms 
for adults, the use of the library is bound to greatly increase. 
By a rearrangement of the public rooms and the supply of a 
modern stack and work rooms work will be easier for the 
attendants, and the public will be better served. 

Miss Flora Welch, who had been an efficient member of 
the library force since 1891, resigned on November first, to 
be married. For many years she had done most of the cata 
loging and her loss is greatly felt. Miss Edith S. Noble 
has been engaged as an assistant. Miss Martha T. Pond and 
Miss Alice R. Plummer have been placed in charge of the 
branches. 

I wish to thank my assistants for their faithful work dur- 
ing the past year and the cheerfulness with which they have 
done the extra work caused by the opening and carrying on 
of the branches. 

Appended are the tables of statistics of th? growth and 
use of the library.

TEUSTEES' REPORT. 



Salem, December 8, 1911. 
To the City Council of the City of Salem: 

The Trustees of the Salem Public Library submit herewith 
their pmual report^ together with the reports of the Treas- 
urer and of the Librarian for the year ending November 
30th, 1911. 

By the death of our late associate, Mr. Jeremiah T. Ma- 
honey, we have lost an able counselor and friend and the 
City one of its most influential and highly respected citizens. 
As a member of the Board for nearly twenty-two years, he was 
ever zealous for the welfare of the Library and gave fneely 
of his sound judgment and advice. 

The addition to the library building has now so far pro- 
gressed that we can look forward to its completion in the near 
future, when we shall have ample room for the increase of 
the Library for many years to come, a modem arrangement 
of the administration department with convenient, well- 
lighted reading rooms containing open book shelves.

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Plans are being prepared for a South Braneli library build- 
ing which the Trustees hope to be able to build during the 
coming year.

LIBRAEIAN^S RBPOET, 1911. 



Salem, Mass., December 8, 1911. 
To the Trustees of the Salem Public Library : 

Gentlemen : — Since the first of May, when work was be- 
gun on the addition to the library building, the year has been 
one of dirt^ noise, discomfort and inconvenience. Notwith- 
standing this, the library has been kept open with the excep- 
tion of three days in early September, when it was closed on 
account of the cold and the delay in completing the new 
heating apparatus. Steam was first turned on through tem- 
porary connections with the old radiators on the afternoon 
of September 14. 

The reference room has been closed to the public since 
May 15th, and all reference work is carried on in the general 
reading room. It has been impossible to keep the usual sta- 
tistics of reference use but it is certainly much less than 
usual. No complaints have been received, readers doubtless 
realizing the difficulties under which the library is working 
and that they must suffer as well as the library staff. 
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The home use of the main library has also decreased during 
the past year^ probably owing in part to the condition of the 
building and in part to the large use of the delivery stations. 
The plan of opening a temporary delivery room in the base- 
ment will obviate the necessity of closing the library for home 
use during the alterations on the old building. 

The delivery stations are still showing a large use^ sur- 
prisingly large^ considering the short hours and the small 
deposits of books which can be shown at each station. When 
we have some real branch libraries with adequate collections 
of books and convenient reading rooms open every day in the 
week we shall doubtless attract still more readers and be 
able to show still larger use. The cost of the branches is di- 
vided as follows : Services of attendants and janitors, $800.82; 
transportation, $104; books, $252.96; binding, $92.73; sun- 
dries, $32.62; total, $1,283.13. 

It will be necessary to ask the city government for in- 
creased appropriations in the future. The heating, lighting, 
and care of the library building will be more expensive, and 
the opening of a new department, a childrens^ room, will 
call for more attendants and more books. As branch library 
buildings are built, more money will be needed for branch 
running expenses. For the coming year a special appropria- 
tion will be necessary for the initial supply of books for the 
childrens^ room and for the South Salem branch. 

I thank my assistants for the cheerfulness with which they 
have borne the extra work and the discomforts of the past 
year.

TRUSTEES' REPORT. 



Salbm, December 13, 1912. 
To the City Council of the City of SaleTtif 
GentleTnen : 

The Trastees of the Salem Pablio Libraxy respectfully 
sabmit herewith their report for the year ending November 
30th, 1912. 

It is with much pride that the Trustees express to you 
their satisfaction with the enlargement and improvement of 
the library building which has more than fulfilled their 
expectations. As to the interior, Salem now has a practical 
and convenient modern library. While as to the exterior 
the orignal building and grounds have not been seriously 
disturbed. 

The South Branch building now nearing completion we trust 
will commend itself to the public and be of especial benefit 
and pleasure to the residents of that section of the City. 

The Trustees desire to acknowledge at this time your co- 
operation in sustaining the several branches, which help to 
bring the wealth of our library within easy reach of all the 
people. 
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Let US hope that by some benefactions or otherwise it may 
be possible in the near future to secure new buildings for the 
North and East Branches. 

There have been two resigkiations from this board during 
the year. Mr. David Pingree, a member for nearly twenty- 
four years, whose very valuable services we greatly miss and 
Mr. Charles F. Towne, who unfortunately we had for an as- 
sociate but a short time. We are fortunate in the election of 
Messrs. Frank W. Benson and John J. Mack to fill these 
vacancies. 

You will find herewith the annual report of the Treasurer 
and also the report of the Librarian giving in detail the work 
of the library system for the past year.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



Salem, Mass., Deo. 13, 1912. 

To the Trustees of the Salem Public Library^ 

Gentlemen : — ^On June first the alterations and additions 
to the main building were practically completed and all de- 
partments of the library were opened in their permanent 
location. All the adult departments are now on the first 
floor, the open shelf room, the reference room, the periodical 
room and the card catalog being all grouped around the main 
delivery desk. The librarian's room and the cataloging room 
are also on this floor and the book stack is directly in the 
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rear. The old reading room on the second floor is making a 
satisfactory children's room. A description of the building 
written by the librarian, the architect and the advisor was 
published in the Library Journal for June and separates 
have been printed for distribution. The total cost of the 
additions and changes is $57,252.47, comprising the follow- 
ing items : — Main contract and extras, $36,609.83, hardware, 
vacuum cleaner pipes, etc., $798.76, steel book stack, 
$13,250.00, electric fixtures and tungsten lamps, $579.35, lin- 
oleum carpet, $735.12, furniture, $1,284.67, extra insurance, 
$200.00, architect's and advisor's fees, $3,794.74. 

The South Branch building is slowly nearing completion 
and will, I hope, be ready early in the coming year. 

During the final alterations of the old building it was. 
necessary to close the reading and reference rooms and the 
delivery room was removed to the small room in the basement. 
Urgent reference calls were attended to but with this excep- 
tion little reference work was done from February to May. 

It is doubtless owing to the unsettled condition of affairs 
that the statistics of use show a decrease this year but it is to 
be hoped that during the coming year we may return to nor- 
mal conditions. 

The children's room is greatly appreciated and as cold 
weather comes on nearly half the home circulation is being 
sent out from this department. The spare time of the chil- 
dren's librarian is mainly occupied with the making of the 
special card catalog of children's books but later it is hoped 
to secure the interest and cooperation of teachers in refer- 
ence work and guidance of children's reading. 

The circulation from the delivery stations is about the same 
as last year, the East station showing an increase, and the 
other two a slight decrease. The cost of operation has been 
as follows '.—salaries, $1,137.48, books, $228.41, binding, 
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$149.00, transportation, $106.00, catalog cards ,^$60.00, sun- 
dries, $37.10, total, $1,717.99. 

There has been spent for books during the year, $4,27479. 
Of this amount $1,540.44 was from the f mids in the hands of 
the trustees for new books and replacements for the main 
library and $228.41 was paid from the branch appropriation 
for books for the three delivery stations. From the city 
appropriation of $2,500.00 for books, 451 volumes have been 
bought for the children's room at a cost of $500.02, and 1,675 
volumes for the South Branch at a cost of $2,005.92. The 
total number of books accessioned this year is 3,596 volumes 
as compared with 1914 in 1911. On November 30 there were 
57,951 volumes in the library besides 177 volumes for the 
South Branch not yet accessioned. 

The current cataloging work has been kept up as usual. 
The Library of Congress printed cards are used so far as pos- 
sible and the two new catalogs will be mainly composed of 
these printed cards. A branch shelf list on printed cards is 
is being made in duplicate, one copy to be kept at the main 
library and one at the branch. 

For the two new positions requiring trained assistants grad- 
uates of Simmons college have been engaged and are giving 
satisfactory service. Miss Euth A. Shattuck, the children's 
librarian, b^an work on April 16 and Miss Dorothy C. Nunn, 
the South Branch librarian, on September 1. The latter is 
busily occupied in accessioning, shelf-listing and cataloging 
the books for the branch. The card catalog will probably not 
be entirely completed when the building is opened but the 
books will all be accessioned and shelf-listed and available 
for use at that time. 

Appended are detailed statistics of the growth and use of 
the library.

Trustees' Report. 



Salem, January 8, 1914. 
To the City Council of the City of Salem, 
Gentiemen : — 

The Trustees of the Salem Public Library respectfully submit 
herewith their annual report. 

The use of the library since rebuilding has proven it to be 
well adapted to our needs. It serves mainly, however, the section 
of the city in which it is located, demonstrating the wisdom of 
establishing branches through which the books may now 
reach more of the people. In further proof of this we have only 
to note the increase of circulation through the South Branch 
since the completion of the new building to 27,000 volumes 
against 6,000 the preceding year. 

The welfare of the city depends upon the education of all of its 
people, and aside from the Public Schools there is no better way 
to educate them than through the reading of good books. Your 
Trustees feel very strongly that the Public Library cannot be 
as efiEective as it should be until its books reach more of the 
people. It is their earnest desire to make progress toward this 
end by erecting an East Branch building to serve Wards One 
and Two, where it is most urgently needed, but unfortunately 
they have no money for this purpose. There are about the 
same number of people who might be served in this section as in 
South Salem, while there are only about half as many in North 
Salem. It is to be hoped that by donation, public subscription 
or city appropriation, the means may be obtained for building 
an East Branch Library in the near future. 

You will find herewith the annual report of the Treasurer and 
also the report of the Librarian, giving in detail the work of the 
library system for the past year.

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Librarian's Report, 1913. 



To the Trustees of the Salem Public Library, 
Gentleinen : — 
I submit herewith my twenty-fifth report as librarian. 

Under the new charter the financial year of the city ends De- 
cember 31st instead of November 30th. The present report, 
therefore, covers thirteen months instead of twelve. 

South Branch : The most important event of the year is the 
completion of the South Branch Library Building. It was 
opened for public inspection on Friday, April 11th, and for the 
delivery of books on Saturday, April 12th. This building is 
greatly appreciated by the residents of South Salem and from 
the beginning the circulation has far exceeded expectations. 

The total cost of the land and building to date is $20,686.25, 
the items being as follows : —

Boohs: The accessions of the year number 3465 volumes and 
the withdrawals 1101, a net gain of 2364 volumes. To main- 
tain our increased circulation more books must be supplied; 
duplicates of new books are necessary, also replacements of old 
books to supply the places of those worn out in service. Many 
new books suitable for the younger readers have been bought and 
still others must be added during the coming year. Special 
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effort is' made to supply the technical books and books useful 
to manufacturers and business men. The diflSculty, not peculiar 
to this library, is in getting business men to realize that the 
library is ready to help them. More books of this character 
might be bought if there were more demand and the funds at 
our disposal allowed. 

At the close of the year the library contains 60,315 volumes. 
Of these 4804 are in the children's room, 716 at the East Branch, 
591 at the North branch, and 2812 at the South Branch. 

Registration : During the past thirteen months 2673 new bor- 
rowers have been registered as cardholders, divided as follows: 
East branch 367, North branch 166, South branch 868, Main 
library, including children's room, 1272. With the exception of 
the first year of the library the largest number registered in 
any previous year was 1168. The great gain at the South 
branch began immediately upon the opening of the new building, 
the registration from that branch in 1912 being only 75. In ad- 
dition many former borrowers in South Salem who have not 
recently used their cards have renewed them and are now taking 
books regularly. 

Circulation : On December 1st, 1912, a change was made in 
the method of counting home circulation. Previous to that date 
books sent from the main library to the branches were counted 
as main library circulation, crediting the branches only with the 
circulation from their own small deposits. Tinder the new 
method circulation is no longer counted ^^at the source'' but at 
the point of contact with the reader, in the department in which 
the book is delivered to the borrower. In comparing the present 
year's figures as given in the tables with previous years it should 
also be remembered that this report covers thirteen months in- 
stead of twelve. 

Doubtless owing to our increased facilities for serving readers, 
the whole library system shows a great increase in circulation. 
Disregarding the month of December, 1912, so as to make a 
direct comparison of statistics for a complete year, it is found 
that the total increase of the whole library is 45 per cent. After 
adjusting the figures of 1912 to the new basis of counting cir- 
culation, the East branch shows a gain of 48 per cent, the North 
branch 37 per cent, and the South branch 398 per cent. Last 
year's records do not separate books sent to the branches from 
the main delivery desk from those sent from the children's 
room. Combining these two and figuring on the new basis, there 
is an increase at the main library of 13 per cent, the children's 
room showing an increase of 140 per cent, while the adult depart- 
ment shows an apparent loss of 33 per cent. If the exact figures 
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could be obtained the loss at the main desk would probably be 
found to be only about fifteen per cent. 

It is noticeable that this loss at the main desk is mainly in the 
class fiction^ the other classes remaining practically the same. In 
f act, the fiction percentage of the whole system shows a decrease 
this year from eighty per cent to seventy-five per cent. The fig- 
ures for the various departments are as follows : Main desk, 69, 
Children's room 76, East branch 84, North branch 87, South 
branch 75. It is still high at the East and !N'orth branches/ 
which are really only deposit and delivery stations, while it is 
decreasing at the places where readers have direct access to a 
large nimiber of non-fiction books. 

For two reasons the Children's room is showing a greatly in- 
creased circulation. One is the abolition of the age limit and 
issuing cards to children as soon as they are able to read and 
write. The other is the visits of Miss Shattuck, the children's 
librarian, to the schools. In each room of the grammar and 
primary grades she gives a brief talk to the pupils on the location 
of the main library or nearest branch, explains the methods of 
registration and drawing books, and calls attention to some of 
the classes of books which appeal to children. Incidentally, the 
teachers become more interested in the library. In this work 
the Superintendent of Schools has shown much interest and at 
his suggestion blue prints of the floor plans of the main library 
and an enlarged photograph of the South branch were made at 
the expense of the school department 

The decrease in the circulation at the main delivery desk in 
no way indicates a decrease in the work at that desk. A large 
proportion of the circulation from the branches is of books sent 
ifrom the main library. This means that the books must be 
handled and charged twice; at the main library charged to the 
branch, and at the branch charged to the reader. The entire 
registration of readers is also handled at the main desk, head- 
er's cards being good at either the main library or at any branch, 
a central registration is necessary. Application slips are filed at 
and borrower's cards issued from the main desk, and all changes 
of address, charges for fines, etc., are recorded there. 

Publications : In October a complete list of the French books 
in the library, about five hundred titles, was published in pam- 
phlet form. As usual, only a few copies (29) have been sold to 
readers. The list is, however, a great convenience in adminis- 
tration, especially in the branches, as the only other complete 
list of books in the French language is in the card catalog at the 
main library. The other publications of the year are the annual 
report and the monthly bulletins. Beginning in IToveinber a 
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more fiystematic attempt lias been made to advertise the library 
by printing in the Salem News lists of new books, books on 
special subjects, items of library news, etc. Titles of books rela- 
tive thereto have been supplied for the list of Essex Institute 
lectures published by the Institute. 

Needs: The greatest need of the library at the present time 
is two more branch buildings. The great increase in the use of 
the South branch is due to the provision of an attractive build- 
ing on a prominent comer, open every weekday, as contrasted 
with an unattractive room in a school house on a side street open 
only two days in the week. The need is greatest at the East 
branch, as this branch is the convenient center for a population 
of over 13,000. A comparison of the population in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of each branch is of interest. East branch, wards 
one and two, 13,000 ; North branch, ward six except Mason Hill, 
which is nearer the main library, 5,000; South branch, ward 
five, with addition of Castle Hill, 15,000. 

For the sum of $25,000 each a suitable building could be pro- 
vided in a central location in each of these two sections of the 
city. It is to be hoped that some individual, or group of in- 
dividuals, may furnish funds for the purchase of land and the 
erection of these two buildings.

Trustees' Report, 1914 



To the City Council of the City of Salem, 
Gentlemen : — 

The Trustees of the Salem Public Library respectfully sub- 
mit herewith their annual report. 

It is fitting that we should here express a deep feeling of grati- 
tude that our building escaped the conflagration. 

It is a matter of congratulation that the distribution of books 
has increased since our last annual report notwithstanding the 
fire. 

The Branch libraries are no longer an experiment. It is evi- 
dent that they are greatly appreciated by the people. Especially 
does the South Branch convince us that we shoiQd sometime in 
the near future^ by some means^ secure buildings of our own, one 
to serve Wards One and Two and another in North Salem. 

The Trustees feel that they are remiss in their duty if they 
do not keep this need constantly before the people until it is 
realized. There is every prospect that we are to have a better 
and more prosperous city in the future and we must see to it 
that our educational institutions, of which we are justly proud, 
shall keep pace with our growth, for upon these depend the good 
character and enterprise of our citizens.

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Librarian's Report, 1914 



To the Trustees of the Salem Public Library, 

Gentlemen: — ^I submit herewith my twenty-sixth report as 
librarian. 

Books: 3007 volumes have been added and 1174 withdrawn 
during the past year, a net gain of 1833 volumes. The library 
now contains 62,148 volumes. There are 5365 volumes in the 
children's room, 831 at the East branch, 727 at the North branch, 
and 2766 at the South branch, the balance (52459) being in the 
adult collection at the main library. 

The withdrawals include 378 volumes which were in the hands 
of borrowers at the time of the great fire. Some of these were 
duplicates which it was not necessary to replace and a few we 
have not yet been able to buy to advantage. 311 volumes have 
been replaced at a cost of $390.66 and tiiis sum nearly repre- 
sents the entire financial loss caused by the fire. "So attempt 
has been made to collect the cost of the books from readers as 
they could not be considered responsible imder the circumstances. 
The library was fortunate in having so small a loss. We have 
learned of a few instiances in which library books were saved 
when nearly everything else in the house was lost. 

Circulation: Notwithstanding the disorganization caused by 
the fire and the large number of persons who have left the city, 
the circulation again shows a gain over the previous year. The 
total nimiber of books given out for home use in all departments 
in 1912 was 92,687, in 1913 it was 134,767, and in 1914, 141,- 
219. During the first six months of 1914 there was a gain of 
14,091, or 21 per cent, the gain being largest in the children's 
room and at the South branch. During the last six months the 
loss was 7,661, or 11 per cent. Since the fire the East and North 
branches show an increase, and the main desk, children's room 
and South branch a decrease. When readers state that they 
have only temporarily left the city and intend to return as soon 
as they find suitable homes, they are allowed to use their cards 
and taie books for home reading. Sometime during the present 
year it will be necessary to eliminate those who do not renew 
Salem residence. A new table giving circulation by classes of 
adult and juvenile books in each department forms one of the 
appendices to this report. There is a decrease in the percentage 
of fiction at the main desk and children's room, the use of non- 
fiction showing a decided gain in each case. The fiction per- 
centage at the branches differs little from 1913. 
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Children's room: During the first six months of 1914 the 
children's room circulation increased 21 per cent and in the 
last six months it decreased 14 per cent. The increase for the 
year was 1063 or 3 per cent. The fiction percentage fell from 
76 to 67 per cent. 

Miss Shattuek, the children's librarian^ has continued her 
visits to the schools. This year an attempt is being made to 
teach the use of the card catalogs although this is not so 
necessary in Salem, the card catalog having always been used 
by many of the children. This is contrary to the experience of 
many librarians, as they generally report that children make 
pradbically no use of the catalog. During the past year there 
has been a decided increase in the number of children reading 
in the room and using the reference books. 

Branches: The gain in the home use of the branches con- 
tinues. The East branch has increased 8 per cent and the North 
branch 15 per cent during the year. During the last six months 
the gain at the North branch has been 22 per cent. Probably 
more of the refugees found living accommodations in North 
Salem than in other sections of the city. The loss at the South 
branch from July to December was 33 per cent, which is not 
surprising, considering that one-half of South Salem was de- 
stroyed by the fire. It will be remembered that the compiler of 
the school census a few weeks since, found only three children 
of school age living in precinct nine. At the North branch the 
adult circulation is larger than the juvenile, while at the other 
two branches the juvenile is the larger. 

Publications: These include the annual report, the monthly 
bulletin, and "Books for young people ; second edition'', the lat- 
ter being number twelve in the series of class lists. This list 
includes the best and most up-to-date books in the children's 
room. The number of titles represented on the shelves of the 
children's room on December 31, 1914, is 4126. The new class 
list contains 2638 titles. It includes only the books which it 
seems best to advertise and replace as they wear out. Anti- 
quated books of all kinds are omitted, not only in science, his- 
tory, etc., but also in fiction, as many stories that were of in- 
terest and profit in earlier years are now out-grown. Many of 
the older books are as good as ever and will be found in the new 
list. The nimiber of titles is greater than is printed by many 
libraries. 2000 titles are probably as many as can wisely be con- 
sidered a permanent collection for a children's room in a city 
of our size. The new class list does not entirely supplant the 
1899 edition of ^^ooks for young people" (Class list No. 7) as

that includes books for high school pupils^ many of which are 
now found in the adult collection. 

Publicity: The articles in the Salem News have been con- 
tinued through the year except during the summer months. The 
weekly or fortnightly appearance of these articles has attracted 
the attention of business men, several of whom have volunteered 
commendation of the library^s methods of publicity. It is known 
that some of the lists have led to demands for books listed 
therein, but even if every list has not actually been used by any 
reader, the regular publication of the lists is of benefit to the 
library. The library is impressed upon the attention of the 
readers of the newspapers, especially the fact that it has some- 
thing besides novels for the women and stories for the children. 
Doubtless the smaller percentage of fiction and the maintenance 
of non-fiction circulation is in part due to these lists. 

Needs: The need of real branches in the vicinity of the 
Common and in North Salem is as great as ever. At present we 
are maintaining in these sections of the city what are called by 
librarians ^^delivery stations.^^ A real branch would have a 
larger permanent collection of books, a small collection of maga- 
zines and reference books, and facilities for reading in the room. 
Neither of these can be supplied while we are confined to the 
present small, unattractive rooms. Both of them are used as 
ward rooms and must be dismantled whenever there is an elec- 
tion, which now-a-days is inconveniently frequent. The situa- 
tion is especially bad at the North branch, where the regular 
day of opening is Tuesday, necessitating the entire closing of the 
branch for library purposes on election days. 

Those, interested in the detailed statistics of the library work 
are referred to the appended tables.

Appreciation of the benefits of the library is evidenced 
by its patronage which has steadily increased through the 
twenty-five years of its existence.

Owing to the crowded condition of the 
Phillips school the room set apart for the library is only 
available after the close of sdiool. We trust our down- 
town citizens will be ever mindful of the need of better 
housing for this steadily growing department of the li- 
brary.

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Librarian's Report, 1915 



To the Trustees of the Salem Public Library, 

Gentlemen : 

I submit herewith my twenty-seventh report as libra- 



rian. 



Books. 



2,894 volumes have been added and 1,497 withdrawn 
during the year, a net gain of 1,397 volumes. The li- 
brary now contains 63,545 volumes. Special attention 
has been given to the increase and rounding out of the 
collection of children's books at the branches. 

It is difficult to enforce proper care of books among the 
youngest readers and books used by them have a short 
library life. Fortunately such books are, as a rule, inex- 
pensive. The clerical labor of withdrawing, buying, and 
adding each volume is, however, as great as for more 
costly books. 

Circulation. 

The total circulation for home use in 1914 was 141,219, 
in 1915, 148,172, a gain of 6,953, or nearly five per cent. 
The greatest gains were at the North branch and the 
main adult delivery desk. The South branch shows a 
loss of 8 per cent, as was to be expected. The fiction per- 
centage has decreased from 75 per cent, in 1913, and 72 
per cent, in 1914, to 69 per cent, in 1915. It ranges from 
64 per cent, at the main delivery desk and in the chil- 
dren's room to 84 per cent, at the North branch. These 
figures indicate that where there is ample opportunity to 
choose from a large and varied collection of books more 
non-fiction books are chosen by readers. 

Work With Children. 

The children's librarian continued her visits to schools 
and a few classes visited the library. The visits to the 
library appear to be much more useful, especially for the 
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older children. For the present season it is arranged that 
only the fiftti grades shall be visited in the schools while 
the seventh and eighth grades come to the library. 

Staff. 

Towards the close of the year the library lost the ser- 
vices of two important members of the staff. Miss Nunn 
resigned as librarian of the South branch to accept a po- 
sition in the Cedar Rapids (Iowa) Public Library, and 
Miss Shattuck, the children's librarian, was obliged to 
give up all work on account of ill health. The vacancy at 
the South branch has been filled by the appointment of 
Miss Mabel W. Farris, who has for several years been an 
assistant at the Essex Institute and has taken special 
library courses at Simmons College. For over a year she 
has been doing evening desk work at our library so that 
she is familiar with our methods. The new children's 
librarian is Miss Elizabeth G. Putnam, of Danvers, a 
graduate of the Simmons College library course, who 
has had four years' experience at the Waltham Public 
Library. Mr. McCuUy, the assistant janitor, who had 
been in poor health for a long time, was obliged to give 
up work early in the year. Mr. Joseph Lavender, who has 
worked as janitor elsewhere, was engaged as Mr. McCul- 
ly's successor. 

Branches. 

The branches continue as popular as ever. The South 
branch shows a loss of 8 per cent, in circulation due to 
the loss in population in South Salem through the fire. 
The East branch has gained 7 per cent over the figures 
for 1914 and 16 per cent over 1913, while the North 
branch has gained 23 per cent, over 1914 and 41 per cent, 
over 1913. Both East and North branches are sadly in 
need of branch library buildings. With suitable build- 
ings, as in South Salem, not only would the total circula- 
tion be increased but serious reading would be encouraged 
and the real educational purpose of the library be pro- 
moted. The situation at the East branch is really serious. 
The school department has found it necessary to use the 
library room for a school class. The result is that the li- 
brary cannot open until after the close of the afternoon 
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session, nominally at 8.45, but actually it is nearly four 
o'clock before the room can be made ready for readers. 
The crowding into three hours of a circulation averaging 
254 a day (on nine days it was over 300) means that the 
attendants have no time except for the actual routine 
work of receiving and delivering books. There is no op- 
portunity to answer questions or give advice regarding 
books and reading. Added to this is the cheerless aspect 
of tiie room and the poor ventilation. It is a real disgrace 
to expect the public to visit such a room. That they do 
so is a sign of tiie hunger of the residents of that section 
of the city for reading. Cannot some way be found to 
give residents of wards one and two a real branch library 
in place of the mean delivery station? The last census 
gives these wards a population of 14,275, over one third 
the total population of the city. 

Detailed statistics of the work of the library will be 
found in tables appended to this report.

Trustees' Report, 1916 



To the City Council of the City of Salem, 

Gentlemen : — 

The Trustees of the Salem Public Library respectfully 
report that the past year has again emphasized the value 
of the Public Library to our community. Our only re- 
gret is that we are unable as yet to extend its useful- 
ness and afford better accommodations to its patrons in 
the North and Down Town Districts. We are hopeful, 
however, that you will some day be able to secure us a 
branch library building in each of these sections. 

Your attention is called to the annexed reports of 
Treasurer and Librarian.

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Librarian's Report 

To the Trustees of the Salem Public lAbrary, 

Gentlemen : — 

I submit herewith my twenty-eighth report as li- 
brarian. 

Books. 

3454 volumes have been added and 2012 withdrawn 
during the year, a net gain of 1442 volumes. The library 
now contains 64,987 volumes. There are two reasons 
for this small gain. Many books have to be withdrawn 
because they are worn out or too dirty for circulation. 
Also, during the past summer and fall the shelves in the 
Children's room and at the branches were checked for 
missing books and all that had long been missing were 
withdrawn. The pressure of other work has made it im- 
possible to go through the adult books at the main li- 
brary. WTien work slackens in the spring and the book- 
stack is warm enough for work it is hoped that the latter 
may be checked in tiie same way. 



Shorthand Collection. 

During the year a new installment of shorthand books, 
the gift of Hon. William H. Gove, was accessioned and 
catalogued. 

Our shorthand collection is noted among shorthand 
collectors for its size and value. It now numbers 893 
titles bound in 1084 volumes. According to the last 
available statistics it ranks fifth among collections in 
public libraries, only being exceeded by the New York 
Public Library, the Library of Congress, the Manches- 
ter (England) Public Library, and the Royal Stenograph- 
ic Institute, Dresden, Germany. We have a nearly com- 
plete set of the phonographic works published by Isaac 
Pitman, including rare early editions. We also have the 
library of the late Alexander Paterson, of Bamsly, Eng- 
land, which includes most of the classics of English short- 
hand. This library was purchased in bulk by the Hon. 
William H. Gove, and presented to our library. 
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At request of the United States Bureau of Education, 
a list of our shorthand books was sent them for inclusion 
in a publication on the literature of shorthand, which is 
in course of preparation by Mr. J. E. Rockwell. This 
publication is expected to include a list of all shorthand 
books in libraries in Great Britain and the United States 
indicating the libraries in which they are to be found. 

Circulation. 

The adult circulation was 76,878 and the juvenile 
74,077. At the main library the adult exceeds the juven- 
ile over 10,000, while at tiie branches the juvenile circu- 
lation is larger than the adult. 

The percentage of fiction shows a further decline from 
72 per cent in 1914, to 69 in 1915 and 67 in 1916. 

The South branch circulation is coming back again, 
having an increase of fifteen per cent for the year. A 
comparison of the circulation of the three branches shows 
the increased use of books when the library is open every 
day and during longer hours and where tifiere is an ade- 
quate supply of books and comfortable surroundings. 
The Soutii branch circulation was 83,895, while tiie East 
was only 24,194 and the North 15,921. It is safe to say 
that witihi suitable library buildings, the circulation at the 
East would fully equal the South and that at the North 
would be much larger than at present. 

Children's Room. 

Miss Putnam, mentioned in the 1915 report, began 
work as children's librarian on January first. 

On October sixth a new children's registration was be- 
gun. In the past there was nothing to indicate whether 
a cardholder was a child or an adult. Also, all registra- 
tion being at the main desk, many children had to go 
there, to the discomfort of adult readers. It was felt 
that better results would be secured by a separate regis- 
tration in charge of the children's librarian. All regis- 
tration of children below high school age, whether taken 
at the main library or at a branch, goes through the chil- 
dren's department at the main library. From October 
sixth to December thirty-first, there were 284 new chil- 
dren's registrations and 1315 re-registrations of children 
formerly holding cards. 
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Branches. 

The circulation at the branches has already been men- 
tioned. One item which was overlooked in the 1915 re- 
port, was the making of card catalogs for the East and 
North branches. These branches, as well as the South, 
now have dictionary catalogs and shelf lists of all books 
in tiieir permanent collections. 

The need of better quarters at the East and North 
branches is still as great as ever. Both being used as 
ward rooms have to be closed whenever there is an elec- 
tion. Tliere is no longer a class permanently located 
in tiie library room at the East branch, but it is used 
for dancing, which is now a part of the school course. 
TTiis is often kept up until after the time for opening the 
library and everything is covered with dust, which there 
is no time to remove. During the summer the room was 
so damp that many of the books were covered with mould 
and had to be wiped before they could be handed to 
readers. The large circulation at thi^ branch in spite of 
its discouraging housing shows an eager desire for books 
which should be met by the provision of more attractive 
and convenient quarters. 

The usual tables of statistics are appended to this re- 
port.
